14, By ovder of the commander of the Leningrad Front and the chief of the
Front's medical dstachment, the hospitals were forced dally to give to the
BV seven per cent of the men then under treatment. Thus; every day

Jemobilized. 11 of the soldiers and offizers were subject to return to
the front, with the exception of sapitees end the totally hlinded.

When the battles for Stalingrad and the Kursk-Orel bulge were 25X1
cnded ond the initiative hed passed into the hands of the Red Army, the
Leningrad Front began to prepere energetically for the treaking of the
blockade. Throughout November 1943, the entire 2nd Shock Army plue the
50th Marine Brigade were transferred by shkip from Kronshtadt through the
Guif of Finland to the region of Tamengont, south of Oraniembaum, tc a
small "corap of ground” on which the army then held oaly elght populated
points. We were cumpletely encircled on one side bty the Gulf of Finland,
and on tke other by the Cermans, who held Oranienbaum. We atayed oa this
"scrap of ground” until ib Jurmuary i94k. During this time we dlIC not
make a eingle attack, and soldiors and officers were even SUMEATr1ly
sentenced to penal battalions for accidently flring their wespons. We
were afreid to stir up the Germans, becsuse if they had attacked, they
would have driven us without any difficulty or loss into the Gulf of .
Finland.

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17. While we crossed the Finnish Gulf ¢ Eamenéom , the Germans L1t s alome:
although they knew that trocps were bcing mnved. However; 1n the Cays
following our arrival they did mot aiiow & single s2ip or barge with pro-
visizns or ammvaition to Yeach u¢ but sank everything irom the air.

About tweaty Amerizan-made plsnes
appeared on the scene. Aiter a six-howr bembardment and the work of s
plenes, to wnich there was nut & sipgle return shoi, we went 1%0 the
attack., Wnen at about midmight we nad teken Cory-¥clokol'ni, ve learned
tpat we had been atvacking empty air. Toec Gewmens had guesaed oux secret
and realized that the game was up, tharefore, two days perore our ol-
fens:ve, they had quietly stolen awsy arnd had gotten 3¢ far thst we oxnly
caugnt up to them at Forkhov, Pskov, Ostrev, Gdov, snd otner 1Wportart
cities of Leantingrad Otlast.

1. From Gory-Kolokol'ni my division poved to Gdov, rurned Ty toe GerwsLt
berore their deparvure. We tried to cross lake Pazpus 10 The GAreciiin
of Esionis tvt were unsuccessful. On ihe open lake we sufrered a tarrisle
defea’, and vy crder of the cinms der remuirzed znd agadn headed tovards
Pykov. The taking o Pskov dsmanfied incredible sasrificue. Tuere the
Germans aad coacenursted considerable torces aol varred the wey into the
cyty. During the entire month of March and luto Aprii we couid no% defeax
the enemy. At the juncticn of the roads lesding o Ostrov and Pskov, vhere
we nad te open the route o the Ealtie gcates, the warm weather nnexpectedly
Legan in eariy Aprii, vhe ground became covered with clover. The oads wexe
g0 cut up that all the trucks, guus, tanks, and horse trains remained vhere
they were, dovn %o taeir bubs in pud. It was impossitie to Treach ae 1xont
with smmamition, fuel, and provisions. For three or Zour days we reguis-
jtioned all or our tocd suppiles fyrm the local populace. The goldiers
and officers, end with them the people, begau 1O ELAIVE. The army stopped
fightting and maxched 35.40 kilemeters on foot to & nighway +o walck army
depous had rushed supplies. So that the ddivision could support 1ueelf
for 10 or 12 days while the road was being repaired, 8 whole regiment
of 2,000 men travelled on foot or on horseback in sesrch of tood; every
other day, each soldier brought into the division supply depot ©0-10 kiles
of food. This food wae used tO maintain the troops of the remaining
units of the division. During this period our division had o success
4in battles with the enemy on Lake Peipus.
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On 10 Aprii lylkl, by order ol = £ &Imy CUmASQAEr; We' Llel U Fskav &1l ezl
to Toksovn for reformstion anrd rest., There cur division tTrained vigorousiy
duriog the month of May. On 10 June lghh my division was inmcorporated
temporarily into the 2lst Army, vhich was then located next to the 2'rd
Army; on that day we began the advance on Fisland. We crossed the river
Sestra, without encountering serious oppusition, took Terioki, Perigiyarvi
and, on 20 June, Vyborg. Six kilometers teyond Vyborg the Fians stopred
us on the very border which had been established #s a resait of the wur

of 19Y39-1940, The Finns were entrenched in stone clitfs 100 or moze
meters high, were well-camouflaged, and would not let us pass. In 12 days
of battle we did not advance a step; from their rocky heights the en=my
drained our 1ast strength. Every day we had hundreds of dead and even
more wounded. The Finne prevented smrunition and provisions from reaching
the forward lines; we were also prevented from helping the wounded. It
was there that we were forved to stcp and to end our campaign in Fiznland,

After the capture of Vyborg, my division returned to the 2nd Shock Army
and vas sent to Estonia. We marched on the city of Tartu in July. There
we met, for the first time, sericus resistanze from the enemy. Ic order
to break through the front and to clear the mine filelds, 1,000 men, of

two penal battslions, were sent shead of the forward units. These men
cleaned out all the mine fields and were blown up in the process. Mine
specialists seldom worked on the clisring of mine fields without uaiug
meabers of penal battalions., With the teking of Tartu the aImy grev
stronger. Food could be easily obtained; the soldiers lived quite well
off the enemy land. After ten days of rest; my division headed for Pysrmu.
From Tartu to the outskirts of Pyurnu we did not meet & single Serman.

The Germans vere trying .impiy to hold beack our cffensive iz crier to

save their main forces. Thus there was no particular opposition. Howevex;
after capturing Pysrmu our division wsa sgain unlucky. On enter:ng the
city, the soldiers and officers broke into basemente and storez, where
they discovered an abundance of liquer; assorted cogmecs, liquers, vodka
etc. As a result, more than 1,500 men were poiscned, and of these more
than S0 died.

The city of Pyarm: was entrusted to & g&rTison of Lot more thar, 250 mex.
Two detachments of sur 1Wth Corpa left for Tellin and my division pro-
ceedad to Ayaazhi to gusrd tus cozst of the Gulf of Rigw. After -warese
dsys march ve reached Aymazhi, and had nov yet bad fime tO texe up
quasiers whin we received an order te return to Tartu. The five aays
march from Aynazhi to Tarty extsusted the man, since they had been moving
on foot fram thw time we laft Leningred.

It must be poisted out that the frequent shirting ~f troope from plece

to pisce, thus forcing them to iesavs cumpalgns unfinished and to return

to their cid positicns (sll onm foot), led to the army's complets exhaustiion.
The great shortage of men and cowplete s>sence Or transport for both men
end equipment nscessitated such shifts. If it bad no% been for the scail'e
pece &nd disorganization csused by the unnecesssry shiftirg of troops,

tke Soviet Army would have resched its goal much mors quickly snd would
also have suved hundreds of thousands cf lives in the process. These prin-
1tivs nethods of waging waro-ebsence of transport, sunortage of men and
equipment, hsuling of srtillery by hand by hungry and exhausted goldisrs--
geem to confirm the theory that the Soviet Army feared a long, dravz-ous
war more than tue Germans. The lengthening of the war alsc incressed the
aupber 0f desths from starvation.

It
was not until 11 May 1945 that we twrned command of Ruegen over to the
50th Cavalry Corps, and set off for Strelsund, Greifswald, Anklam, Neu-
brandenburg, Waren, Gustrow, and Krulus, 24 kilometers from Schwerin.
There ve pauged and remained until 1 July 1945, 1ie umtil the dsy the

Allies moved hack to the new occupation lines and we took over Schiwerin,
Gadebusch, Wismar, 8choenberg and other cities.

To give a detailed account of our missions is elmost impossible. With the
exception of several important battles during the Lemingrad blockade (which
consigtently ended in defeat

and several other battles - g 1n Finland, at Pskov, Tartu, and
Pyarmu, and finelly, the great battle for Danzig, we fought without combat
aissicns. This vas true because the territory wes too quickly cleared out,
or to be more precise, becsuse our advance Jutsiripped our orders from
sbove. Our active work consisted mainly in organizing the plundsering of
German material resources and shipping them to areas deep vithin the USSR.
The Gerian army and pecple were gripped by a tarridbie fear of the barbaric
Bolshevik-Commnist marauders and ravichers. They ran from us not omly to

the Allies but also burned, hung, shot and drowned themselves, anything
%0 e308p2 tne hands of the Soviet Army.
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
